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PROSPECTS ON BUSES 

An odd twist has been given to the parking 
lot situation in No. Wilmington by the proposal 
of the Trombley Bus Lines to use it as a stop- 
ping point, in their proposed Lawrence-Boston 
Bus service. 

The parking lot, as will be remembered, was 
voted in town meeting because of the congestion 
caused by train traffic at the North Wilmington 
railroad station. The town built the lot, at a 
total cost of approaching $13,000, of which 
$7,500 was for land damages. The idea was good, 
but it didn't work, because the B&M then with- 
drew its North Wilmington service. 

We have always felt that this was a strate- 
gical mistake on the part of the B&M because 
the proximity of this parking lot to the new 
Route 93 meant that it could have ceveloped the 
North Wilmington station into a good business, 
such as the New Haven did at the Route 128 sta- 
tion, south of Boston. 

But the B&M pulled out, and the parking lot 
has not been too busy. Sometimes there are four 
or five cars there. Occasionally there are 30. 
Last winter it was used for Jimmy White's sand 
pile. 

It is, at least at first glance, an ideal 
place for the proposed bus service to have its 
No. Wilmington stop. Only half a mile from the 
new highway, it will provide easy access, and 
fast and cheap transportation to Boston, ar- 
cording to some estimates made. 

The proposition looks good. Winchester, Mon- 
day night voted to allow the service through 
that town, without any stops. Woburn is expect- 
ed to follow snit. 

The economics of the case is, of course, a 
matter for the Trombley people. If they can see 
their way clear, North Wilmington might soon 
have a non-stop service to Boston which we feel 
will be well patronized. 

And, as pointed out by Selectman Black, this 
could well prove to be a boon to the Aveo em- 
ployees who live in the Andover-Lawrence area. 
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EDUCATION vs CONSTRUCTION 

There is a lesson to be learned, but no ans- 
wer to it, in the resignation of John Collins, 
as Superintendent of the Wilmington Public 
Schools. 

Mr. Collins resigned because of the workload 
being imposed on him by the school construction 
program in Wilmington. The prospect of an ad- 
ditional six schools to be built in eight years 
was just too much to contemplate. 

Our previous superintendent, Clifford J. 
Good, resigned for exactly the same reason. 

Both men are educators, but avocation and by 
profession. They feel that their time should be 
devoted to improving the curricula and stand- 
ards of our schools, to improving the educa- 
tional opportunities of our children. 

The time spent in discussing and working on 
the construction of school buildings, these men 
feel, is time robbed from the children of Wil-
